If you choose 
to do so, you might want to satisfy my curio&sity as to why ''you had every 
to believe and none not to belive" that the Archives had sent me the Ferne ** stuff. 

Wiat is the remaining problem with the unofficial Ferrie documents? I 

acknowledged it all and retimed what was to be returned. Was any lost m the > mai - 
I am sure I told you some time ago that I want to _ rearrange, annotate, and 

study the stuff I got from the Archives before I send it around. There are a a g 

number of pages which I got for reasons that would not be clear to anyone else. 

There are also leads which should be followed up. If you have the time to qo 
this kind of detailed research work, I think it would be better spent on the material 
at the AaafcK Archives that nobody has looked at yet. I will certainly sena Y 
items that directly relate to your current work, * if I remember about them, but I 
see no point in distributing, to you or others, several hundred pages m which wer 
of interest to me for various reasons but in large part no more significan 
a lot of Archives material which I saw but did not copy. When I get a reasonable 
zxsn amount of the annotation, etc. se done I will send it all to you. , 

For your information (see 4 your letter of l/l4 to Kelley), I got the withhe 

SS report (SS 206) from the PP3 file. , . . , . ^ 

If you discuss yese s declassification with the Archives, you migho =- _ 

they are reviewing internal memos and the like which were withhe a as o my vls;L 
in May. There should be some very good stuff there.

The Archives has not yet sent me this 
list. There may^ or may not be important disclosures, but some of the CD's are 
those with interesting titles - e.g., CD 931, LHO and the U2. 

I had better get back to my thesis now! Thanks for keeping me informed on 
what is going on.
